Studying,  not  only  to  im- 
3rove  themselves  but  to  improve  Bethel  and  each 
student  that  passes  through  her  halls,  the  faculty 
strives  to  be  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that 
leedeth  not  to  be  ashamed.

On  this 
tenth  anniversary  of  Bethel  College  it  is  fitting  for  us  to  give 
praise  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  many  blessings  to  us. 

God  has  provided  us  with  a  fine  student  body  of  284  in  the 
first  semester  or  three  times  the  initial  enrollment  of  93.  All  to- 
gether over  1,000  students  have  enrolled  at  Bethel  College  during 
the  first  ten  years.
